Th* pabllMtlM of Inecndiary news- 
paper articlM la deprecated aa calcu- 
lated to Interfere with an amicable and 
fair fettlement of the important qiips- 
tlona at Issue, and the department lit 
dlre^nc all of Ua efforts now, aa It 
bas In the past, to the use of lawful 
and regular Aeans to settle the suc- 
cession at Apiii. 

In 1mA, it waa Its laalsunce upon 
tl* «Mb9Miftee M til th* partlea to the 
tripartite treaty with the terms that 
the document, so long as It stood unde- 
nounced and unamended, that hau 
made its poaltlon so strong legally at 
tbli Junclwe. 

There la still a lack of official reports 
upon the details of the stirring eventR 
at Apia. A brief staiini'iit of these 
ereKts has reached the department 
tlurontfh the dtspiteli agant at San 
Francisco, but so far .as can be gath- 
ered It Is not yet known when Justice 
Chambers decided that Matnafii, the 
GeroMn ea^dldat* for the succession 
to tho thrott* of silmoa. was Ineligible. 

It Ifl suspected here that the decision 
was based on the use of improper In- 
fluences by outside, but interested, par- 
tlea la the election of a king. 

TlfMt; If established, would he suffi- 
cient to dlsaualify Mataafa under the 
strict terms of the treaty, which ex- 
pressly provides for an untrammelled 
cholfi* by the natives, according to 
their own establish cuatoms. 

The United States government must 
adhere to the terms of the treaty so 
lohg as It stands, this being a duty 
liBltOfed upon the goverynent by the 
doeuaeat Itaelt, ao It la to be presnm- 
ed, In the absence of an official state- 
ment, that the instructions sent to th-j 
United Statea consul general at Apia, 
and nerl^aps also toAmbas«ador White 
at Berlin, are to be governed by this 
understanding In any presentation of 
the case that it may be necessary to 
make. 

Tlte navy department's orders to the 
Philadelphia hm been sent to Ad 

miral Kautz. They were In the shape 
of instructioas to take on a full supply 
of coal and make ready tor a oruise 
to Samoa. 
' There was not an explicit order to 
start, but simply to make ready. 

If the admiral, us reported in tho 
press dispatches, finds that his ship's 
bottom Is so foul through her criuse 
In the southern watera as to be unfit 
for tho voyage to Samoa, he will prob- 
ably he authorized to use divers to 
clean the hull, for the department has 
decided that the ship should not be 
sent to the Mare Island navy yard to 

be fltted out. 

There will be about five days availa- 
ble in all probability before the Phil- 
adelphia oan clear, and the department 
trill be able to order Chief Sngtneer 
Bates from tjje Texas to take the place 
of EJnglneer McAllster of the Philadel- 
phia.

Washington, Jan. 20.— President Pro 
Tern Frye, who has been ill tor sevtral 
days, presided over the senate at the 
opening. 

A message from the president veto- 
ing the bill for the relief of Albert 
E. Redstone was read. 

Mr. Nelson (Minn.) was then recog- 
nized to make a speech upon the Vest 
anti-expansion resolution. His address 
was a constitutional argument in sup- 
port of the right of the United Slates 
government to acquire and govern for- 
11^ terrltoty. 

He maintained that It waa no longer 

an unsettled question that thiB coun- 
try had the power not only to acquire 
foreign territory by discovery, con- 
quest or treaty; but aUM to govern ter- 
ritory HO acquired. 

That question, he said, bad been set- 
tled by decision of the sui'reme co\iit, 
and was scarcely longer open to de- 
bate. He Sftalntaliied that the United 
states had inherent power to acquire 
territory— a power aa full and compre- 
hensive aa tbat p osasa u d by any other 
nation. 

He referred to tka territory that had 
been acquired in the past by the Unit- 
ed States government, and declared 
that In no single case bad the people 
of tke territory been conaulted or their 
conaeat aecured. Ut tke tvn eaaes of 
Texas and TIawall we had more nearly 
approached the point of consulting the 
nhabltants than In any other, but even 
la tkoaa oases there was but a shadow 
of ooaanltatton. 

In that of Hawai) leaa than 6,000 of 
the iuhabltants, out of a total of 125, 
000, had been asked for their consent 
to annexation. A majority of our peo-. 
pl% ka said, were witkoat direct rep-' 
resenUtlon. Woman, pinors and im 
beciles were without representation In 
our government, and had to bear their 
share of taxation. They bad. In other 
words, to undergo tke burdens of our 
government witkout any voice in its 
control. 

Mr. Tillman (S. C) Interrupting 
Mr. Nelson and refarring to the con 
test between 'Sweden and Norway and 
the practical aeverenca of their rela- 
tions, inquired why the Norwegians at 
home wanted liberty while those of the 
United Statee did not desire to give 
liberty to the Filipinos. 

This reference to Mr. Nelson's Nor- 
wegian birth aroused him. "I am a 
citizen of the I'nited Statea. Mr. Pres- 
ident" he replied. "I am not repre- 
santlng oltker tka people or the gov- 
ernment of Norway whoae rigkta and 
liberties I am aatiafled are greater loan 
tkoaa of tke people «f South <3aroltna."

Washington. Jan. 20.— The friends 
of the Hawaiian bill in the hoise of 
representatives will make an effoit to 
take it np at an early day, and they 
express confidence that it will get a 
tearing. 

The bin was agreed to In rommlttee 
some days ago. and Chairman Knox 
Of the committee on territories Is draw- 
ing the report. There waa some Idea 
that the bill might be taken up this 
week, but owing to the press of busi- 
ness It went over with the under- 
standing that a strong effort would 
be made next week to get a hearing 
then, or soon sfter. 

Mr. Knox and Mr. Hill, the latter 
being one of the Hawaiian commission- 
ers, say that no purpose is manifesteil 
to postpone the legislation until th>^ 
next congress meets. They also say 
that it Is imperative that legislation of 
some character shall be enacted. 

One reason cited for this is that 
there has been a large Influx of Japan- 
ese Immigrants to Hawaii aince the 
annexation law was enacted, and that 
some 10,000 contract labor Japanese 
will be brought Into Hawaii, and then 
into the United States.
